New Theory About the Moon 


Was Formed From Layer of Earth's 
Crust is Belief 

A new theory is now belng put forth 
that the moon wag formed from a Jay- 
er of the earth's crust, about 41 miles 
thick, and covering about two-thirds 
of its total area, and which was pull- 
ed off by the attraction of the sun, 
The crustal area left on earth formed 
the continents. This theory also 
accounts for the fact that while, ac- 
cording to generally accepted ideas, 
masses of lighter density such as 
make up the earthly continents should 
cover the entire surface of the globe, 
they actually cover only about a third, 
the missing two-thirds consisting of 
the moon. ‘The new theory also fits 
in with the ideas of a German geolog- 
{st, Professor Alfred Wegener, who 
belleves the American continent was 
{originally united with Europe and 
Africa, and that {t floated away to its 
present place. This would not have 
'been possible so long as the entire 
earth was covered with such a crust, 
but after the moon had been torn 
away it was possible for the continents 
to separate from thelr long embrace.

Business History 


Is Merged With That of Great Railway 


here is much of 

Canadian busi- 
ness history hid- 
den behind the 
recently announc- 
ed fact that the 
Dominion Express 
Company has 
changed its name 


to “Canadian 
Pacific Express 
Co.” 


During almost 
half a century of 
service to Canada 
and the Canadian 
people the name of 
he old company 
has come to be a household word 
across the country, and it would be 
a regrettable fact that this old name 
should pass were it not for the fact 
that the institution it represents 
assumes a name even more closely 
identified with Canadian history and 
more widely representative abroad 
of the varied activities of Canadian 
life. 

When forty-four years ago W. C. 
Van Horne, later Sir William,

cific Railway, desired to place the 
express service on the company’s 
lines in the hands of a regular 
express company, the 
Express Company which had been 
incorporated in 1873, was formed 
with W. S. Stout, a very young 
expressman as Superintendent. His 
job was to. give service over 
Canadian Pacific extending 
from Rat Portage, 
now Kenora in the 
east of Oak Lake 
in the west, a dis- 
tance of 445 miles 
and he was able 
to carry on with a 
horse and _ second- 
hand wagon and 
seven agencies, 
When the same 
Mr. Stout, who has 
formany years been 
president, announc- 
ed the change of 
name a few days 
ago, that one horse 
and wagon” and 
seven agencies had 
increased to over 
4700 agencies stat- 
tered all over Can- 
ada and to the far 
corners of the earth 
while fleets of motor 
vehicles bearing the 
name of the com- 
pany plied the 
streets of all the
